Tlie  Library  Staff  is  made  up  of  the  student.s  of  the  High  School  who 
wish  to  make  a  study  of  the  oare  and  conduct  of  libraries  and  at  the  same 
time  are  helping-  to  carry  on  the  real  business  of  the  school  libi-ary,  which 
is  one  of  the  ten  largest  of  its  kind  in  the  state.  The  staff  renders  service 
to  the  senior  and  junior  high  and  to  the  elementary  grades  of  the  city. 

The  High  School  Librarj-  is  one  of  the  few  libraries  that  has  its  own 
workshop.  No  books  have  been  sent  awaj'  toi  be  bound  for  the  last  four 
years.     It  has  all  been  done  in  the  library's  workshop. 

The  library  is  open  eight  hours  a  day,  and  uses  about  three  students 
an  hour.  Some  are  binding  books  wliile  tlie  otliers  are  at  the  desk  doing 
their  part. 

The  course  lasts  two  years,  about  one-fourth  of  the  staff  is  renewed 
each  semester,  keejnng  the  nnmber  of  beginners  low  enough  that  the  staff' 
is  able  to  function  with  efficiency  in  the  ten  departments  of  work. 

The  special  work  done  by  the  staff  during-  the  past  two  j^ears  has 
been  post-inventory  work,  a  magazine  card-index,  map  index,  picture  index,

It  is  made  up  of 
the  Superintendent,  Principal,  Coach,  and  one  faculty  member  with  the 
four  athletic  team  managers. 

All  matters  pertaining  to  athletics  both  intermural  and  interscholastic 
are  supervised  by  this  board.  It  decides  upon  the  eligibilit.v  of  the  team 
captains,  the  purchasing  of  awards  and  equipment,  and  also  the  big  problem 
of  financing  the  athletic  teams. 

The  success  which  the  1929  football  team  made  both  in  an  athletic 
and  financial  way  more  than  raised  the  defiicit  of  the  treasury.  The  support 
that  we  had  from  the  student  body  and  townspeople  was  greatly  appreciated. 

The  ideals  of  the  Board  are  to  keep  athletics  at  the  High  School  on 
a  high  standard  and  thereby  bring  more  glory  toi  Albion  High  School.

as  the  luiofficial  co-champions  of  the  "Little  Twelve'.'  At  the  end  of  the 
season  the  Red  and  White  eleven  had  won  all  four  of  the  conference  games 
but  it  was  not  given  official  recognition  because  Mason  High  had  played 
more  games  and  had  not  lost  any. 

For  next  year  Coach  Dorland  has  fourteen  lettermen  back.  This 
year  finished  the  careers  of  Laity,  Keinath,  Wildt,  Captain  Densmore,  Flem- 
ing and  Trim.  Co-captains  Beattie  and  Siber  were  elected  to  lead  the 
team  next  year.  The  season  wa,s  highly  successful  inaBiimeh  as  the  coach 
had  only  four  lettermen  and  a  few  reserves  from  last  year's  team.  Some  of 
the  members  of  the  first  team  had  never  played  football  before  this  year  but 
the  fine  spirit  which  AVas  shoAvn  by  the  boys  made  the  team  possible.  The 
coacli  Said  that  the  football  squad  was  one  of  the  best  he  had  ever  worked 
with  from  the  standpoint  of  willingness  to  learn  and  fine  cooperation.  At 
the  end  of  the  season  Wildt  and  Nutt  were  placed  on  the  second  all-confer- 
ence team  and  Siber  and  Beattie  were  given  honorable  mention  although  all 
four  men  deserved  all  the  honor  that  was  given  them.  Siber  was  one  of  the 
hardest  tackling  and  blocking  men  on  the  team  and  would  generally  hit  the 
opponents  so  hard  that  they  seldom  came  back  for  more.

With  only  four  lettermen,  three  of  whom  had  never  been  regulars, 
Coach  Borland  built  a  basketball  team  which  finished  a  schedule  of  fourteen 
games  and  only  brought  home  the  bacon  four  times.  However^  this  does  not 
tell  the  true  tale  of  the  season's  games.  This  year  Avas  spent  in  building 
for  the  future,  as  only  three  men,  Laitj'  and  Decker,  forwards ;  and  Wildt, 
center,  will  be  lost  to  the  team  next  year.  Thus  Coach  Dorland  will  have  five 
lettermen  back  as  well  as  a  large  group  of  reserves  from  this  year. 

After  being-  snowed  under  at  Kalamazoo,  the  Red  and  White  avenged 
a  football  defeat  by  taking-  Grosse  Pointe  into  camp  on  the  home  court.  In 
the  next  two  games,  with  East  Lansing-  and  Eaton  Rapids,  the  locals  failed 
to  hit  the  basket  and  dropped  these  all-important  conference  games.  How- 
ever, the  next  week  thej'  came  back  strong-  and  swamped  Hillsdale  and  Eaton 
Rapids.  Then  came  the  first  Marshall  game — the  Red  and  White  were  over- 
whelmed. At  East  Lansing  the  team  played  against  bad  breaks  and  lost 
in  an  overtime  tilt.  The  same  was  true  two  days  later  in  Albion  when  Mason 
pulled  through  to  win  an  extra  period  game.  The  return  game  with  Kalama- 
zoo resulted  disastrously  for  Albion  but  only  after  a  hard  fight.  The  Lake- 
view  game  briefly  ended  the  losing-  streak  when  a  close  game  was  taken  by 
the  Red  and  White.  Hudson  took  the  measure  of  the  locals  in  the  last  regular 
game  on  the  schedule.  The  season  was  brou.ght  to  a,  close  at  the  Kresge 
g-jminasium  when  Marshall,  as  usual,  took  the  district  cup  at  the  expense  of 
the  Red  and  White),  although  the  Red  and  White  outplayed  the  winners 
more  than  half  of  the  game.

In  this  w,ay  Coach  Dorland  had  plenty  of  material  to  start  with 
even  though  it  was  inexperienced. 

Four  men  bore  the  burden  in  the  100  and  220,  .yard  dashes.  Laity,  Don 
Nutt,  Landenberger,  and  Bronkavitcli  led  the  dashmeu  with  Burden  also 
running  in  the  220.  Fleming,  Dale  Nutt,  and  Farley  showed  up  best  in  the  440 
yard  dash.  Laity,  Landenberger,  Burden  and  Don  Nutt  made  up  the  half- 
mile  relay  team.  Folsom,  former  Hillsdale  High  athlete.  Weeks,  Allman, 
and  Slowey  carried  the  Red  and  White  in  the  hurles.  Rocco  and  Jasienski 
competed  in  the  mile  and'  Dodd  and  Pasick  in  the  half-mile. 

Dodd  and  Merritt  competed  in  the  high  jump.  Folsom  was  the  sole 
entrant  in  the  pole  vault  and  in  the  shot  put  Brooks,  Miller,  Stetchuk,  and 
Patterson  took  honors.
